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During your recent discussion with Pakistani Minister of State and 
Foreign Affairs Aziz Ahmed, you asked what types and quantities of 
U. S. equipment North Vietnam may be offering for sale. We briefed 
this information to the President September 2 and repeat it here for 
your information. 

North Vietnam has about $5 billion in captured U. S. equipment including 
the following: 

-- Some 1100 aircraft including 75 F-5's and 113 A-37 fighter 
bombers. 


-- About 3 dozen large transport helico pt ers, and more than 400 
smaller combat support helicopters, 

-- Approximately 50 air transports including C-119's and C-130's. 

-- Some 400 naval craft and approximately the same number of 
commercial transports. 


-- Approximately 500 tanks including M-41's and M-48's. 
-- Around 1200 armored personnel carriers. 

-- Roughly 1300 pieces of artillery. 

-- About 45, 000 trucks and jeeps. 



v Nearly 1 million M-16 rifles, plus thousands of mortars, grenade 
launcners, machine guns, and anti-tank weapons. 
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We continue to receive intelligence reports indicating that Hanoi has put 
some of this equipment, including high performance aircraft, on the inter¬ 
national market. We have indications that not only Pakistan, but Nigeria, 
Libya, and Syria may also be interested in purchasing some of this equip¬ 
ment. There are still other reports indicating that Hanoi may be preparing 
to provide arms to some liberation movements in Southeast Asia including 
the Thai insurgents and the Muslim insurgents in the Philippines. We have 
no evidence, however, which indicates that North Vietnam has made any 
final sales or delivered equipment to any of these countries. 
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
